CHRISTMAS FIRE DON'TS,
Under the heading “"A Little Care
May Save Great Sorrow,” State Fire
Marshal Baldwin has prepared a cir-
cular, thousand of cvoples of which
have been sent out, giving warning
ngninst fires during the Christmns
holldays, and what precautions
should ba taken. The elroular in
part is as follows:

“We are again mppronching the
Christmas holidays when naught but
happiness and good cheer should
prevail, Let us make it go, by cau-
tion and the avoidance of careless-
ness In the handling of Christmas
tree degorstions, Flimsy decorations
ghould never be used,

“Many entertalnments will  be
given in homes, schools, churches,
bazanrs and stores. Rememiber that
lHght, inflammable decorations make
ensy fires. Avold their use. Decora-
tions of no kind should be used near
gns jets,

“1f electricity be used for decora-
tive purposes, see that the wiring is
done by a competent electricinn,
“Don't let smokers throw lighted
cigars, cigarettes or matches about
in & careless manner,

“Paper, cotton, or other decora-
tlons of a flimey material gshould not
be used. Use metallle tinsel or unin-
flammauable material, and see that
trees are securely fastened, so that
¢hildren c¢annot pull the tree over
when reaching for things,

“If trees are to be lighted, see that
the children de not light or relight
the candles. Frequently clothing is
get on fire by permitting this.
“Matehes should never be left
within the reach of children. Keep
them in metal boxes and out of their
reach,

“Never permit cotton to he used
beneath trees, to give the appear-
ance of snow. If the appearance of
snow is desired, for any purpose, use
mineral wool or asbestos,"
